In October of 19113, the 
City of Whittier took de¬ 
livery of a new Crown Fire 
Engine and turned in their 
1947 Seagrave Engine on the 
deal. Fire Chief Chari e s 
Brown, knowing that his de¬ 
partment and men needed 
an engine such as this con¬ 
tacted the Crown Coach 
Company of Los Angeies 
.a.nd through manipulation 
purchased the engine, and it 
was added to the City Fire 
Department for a price of 
$ 2 , 000 . 

The Seagrave Engine was 
a welcome addition to the

department’s equipment and 
served the City well until 
about 1979 when it no longer 
was dependable. It had been 
stationed for several years 
in the “Canyon” station and 
was the "lirst-in rig” on a 
number of canyon fires. It 
had seen its better days, and 
about all that it could be 
used for was a “Parade 
Piece”, however, even in tliat 
capacity it had its poor days. 
So during the year 1979, the 
lioys looked at her, but never 
used her and she sat in the 
Canyon Station deteriora¬ 
ting day by da/. Her valves 
and gauges became green 
and clogged, brakes would 
not work, engine would not 
start, wheels ground and 
growled, and she became a 
mess. She was headed for 
the “Junk Heap” just like 
“Old Snort” that sat in the 
Sierra Vista Park and part 
by part came up missing as 
the days grew into years. 
Beautiful Piece of Equipmenf 
In her day she was a beau¬ 
tiful piece of equipment, and 
as the Firefighters worked 
around her, they they vis¬ 
ioned that she could once 
again be the proud lady that 
she was i.n 1947. Thinking 
■and working together . . . . 
searching for manuals and 
details of the old pumper, 
your Sierra Madre Volunteer 
Firefighters came to the 
conclusion that tltey could 
restore this old engine to tlie 
beauty and efficiency that 
she once was ... A quick

In this day and age of so- 
called progress . . . where 
the q.uality and quantity of 
living our pace of existeme 
lias re.achod .an almost un 
Ijelie'.tble 'rpm,' and is 
matched by infinite ‘im 
provements’ of a futuristic 
era ... it is not too hard 
to iindersand that the new¬ 
er geenration have nearly 
lost all apprreciation of such 
'mundane’ (to them) things 
as traditions, cornerstone.3. 
institutions and legacies ot 
tlie pn.st. 

However, there is one in¬ 
stitution — that Bank of 
America — riding along with 
progress — has made the 
transition with a growth ana 
larsighted grace to more 
tlian meet the needs of the 
generations, botli new and 
oid variety. Tnc fact that 
this institution has never 
suffered from an identity 
problem serves as proof 
that they have adapted well 
to demands over the year:., 
yet never lowering their 
sandards of fine service. 

7'he story of Bank of 
America National Trust and 
Savings Association begins 
on the morning of Octobei 
IT, 1904, when a small 
neighborhood bank opened 
for business in a remodeled 
tavern at the intersection of 
Washington Street and Co¬ 
lumbus Avenue in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s North Beach area. 

Prime mover behind the 
new bank was a big man 
with a big idea. Thb man: 
Amadeo Peter Giannini - 
tall, muscular, thirty-four, 
California-born son of im¬ 
migrant parents. The idea: 
a revolutionary - for - the - 
times philosophy to offer 
wage earners and small 
businesses the banking serv¬ 
ices traditionally reserved 
for wealthy individuals and 
iai'ge companies. 

Twenty - eight new ac¬ 
counts and $8,780 in deposits 
were received that fir.st clay 
b>' the Bank of Italy, the 
name of the organization 
until 1930. But through hard 
work, long hours, and door- 
to-door solicitations, Gian¬ 
nini and the bank officers 
prov'ed the soundness of the 
new concept in banking. By 
the end of 1904, the little 
bank that had opened with 
$150,000 caoital showed de¬ 
posits ot $703,024 and re- 
-sources in excess of $1 mil¬ 
lion. 

Disaster struck on April 
18, 1906, when San Francisco 
was torn apart and gutted 
by the worst earthquake and 
fire in the city's history. As 
the flames swept toward the 
bank, Giannini loaded $80, 
000 cash into wagons and 
moved it to his San Mateo 
home for safekeeping. Days 
before the larger bank.s 
could re-open he was dis¬ 
pensing loans from a plank- 
and-barrel counter at th'' 
waterfront, seasoning each 
credit advance with his per¬ 
sonal enthusiasm to re¬ 
build a better city. 


As the new San Francisco 
rose from the rubble, the 
young bank grew and pros¬ 
pered. Sound management, 
sparked by the imagination 
and optimism of A. P. Gian¬ 
nini, steered it safely 
through the bank - closing 
Panic of 1907. In that year a 
I'ranch bank was opened’in 
San Francisco, and in 1909 
!he first out-of-town brancli 
was opened in San Jose, 50 
miles to the soutli, 

Giannini visuali zed a 
statewide banking system 
and, despite opposition from 
some officials and competi¬ 
tors, made continuing pro¬ 
gress in his efforts to help 
"the little man.” Several 
branches were added in the 
Bay Area a.nd two more in 
Los Angeles. By the end of 
1918. there \vere-24 branches 
serving cities from Santa 
Rosa in the north to Lo': 
Angeles in the scutl_ Total 
resources stood at $93,546,- 
162. 

During the Booming 
Twenties, while speculators 
made and lost fortures in 
California oil, movies and 
real estate, the bank’s loan 
department expanded care¬ 
fully and persistentlv witli 
Giannini's slogan of “Safety 
Before Profits.” By the close 
of the bank’s 25th anniver¬ 
sary year, there were 292 
branches, over 7,000 em¬ 
ployees, and more than $1 
billion in resources. 

In 1930, Giannini, 60 years 
of age and in poor health, 
relinquished control of the 
bank to Elisha Walker, a 
promising young bank e r 
from New York. Walker, and 
his eastern approach to 
banking, ran into difficul 
ties almost immediately as 
the depression deepened, in 
comes tumbltxi, and deposits 
fell off rapidly. In mid-1931 
ho called a meeting of the 
bank’s executive committee 
to lav out a program for 
breaking up Bank of Amer¬ 
ica and salvaging pieces 
through contraction and 
liquidation. 

Giannini, recovering from 
his illness in a German 
health resort, received tiie 
news with shock, then out¬ 
rage. Returning home, lie 
vigorously protested the 
Walker plan a.nd barn¬ 
stormed the length and 
breadth of California solocit- 
iiig proxies of the bank’s 
stockholders in support of 
his principle.s and leader¬ 
ship. So succe.ssful was his 
campaign, so strong was tlie 
stockholders’ belief in Gian- 
nini’s ability to save Bank 
of America, that he won a 
landslide victory in a spe¬ 
cial stockholders meeting on 
February 15, 1932. 

At this time, when na¬ 
tional employment and in¬ 
comes were hitting record 
lows and bank deposits wen* 
falling, Giannini, now fully 
recovered in health, again 
took on the active leadership 
of the bank. In exactly 41 
days he was showing de¬ 
posit gains and by the end 


of 1932 h.id l epaid some $54 
million in RFC loans, ac¬ 
quired more than 217,000 
new and returned deposi¬ 
tors, showed deposits of 
$749,6.58 fX)0 and had 
l.Hunched a “Back to Good 
Times” advertising cam - 
paign to help the state puil 
itself up from the depths of 
the depression. 

On January 14, 1936, Law- 
rerice Mario Giannini, senior 
vice president and son of the 
foumler, was elected presi¬ 
dent of Bank of America. 
With the elder Giannini re¬ 
taining the chairmanship of 
the board, the two coninued 
tlie banks tradition of being 
a friend to the man of 
modest means. 

Like his father, Mario 
Giannini pioneered new 
trends in banking. One ot 
these, Timeplan lending, an 
installment loan service. 
Iiolped place the bank fir.st 
in the nation in the amount 
of money loaned. By the end 
of 1942. There were 487 
branch banks and $2,771,- 
689,632 in resources. 

With the advent of World 
War II, California became 
an arsenal and its popula¬ 
tion mushroomed. The banx 
played a vital role in pro¬ 
viding financial assistance 
and leadership i n these 
years of crisis. The wartime 
economy boomed, deposits 
rose, and in October. 1945, 
Bank of America’s resources 
of $5,037,500,000 surpassed 
those of any other bank. 

As World War II came to 
an end, the bank began to 
expand its overseas opera¬ 
tion which, up until then, 
had been limited to a branch 
in London. Bank of America 
(International) was or¬ 
ganized in New York in 
1950. Branches were opened 
in I.X)ndon. Dusseldorf, Man¬ 
ila, Bangkok, Guam, Tokyo, 
Yokohama, Kobe, and Osa¬ 
ka. 

A. P. Giannini, . founder- 
chairman of tlic bank. di«l 
on June 3, 1949, a few weeks 
after his 79th birthday. 
Three years later his son 
Mai'io passed away, and 
elected to succeed him as 
president was Carl F. Wente,

Reddish-gray globs of 
dried mud were glued to the 
unfinished wall boards ot 
ihe attic. Measuring ap¬ 
proximately four inches 
from top to bottom, there 
mu.st of been eight or ten 
of them just in this one 
part of the attic. Along the 
bottom of each mud glob 
were two, three or four small 
lioles the size of a pioncil 
eraser. 

Several feet away to the 
right was one of the half 
dozen or so attic vents our 
house has. This particular 
one is directly over the back 
door which leads to our 
small laundry porch. And 
sure enough, just as the 
wife had claimed, wasps 
were making their way into 
the attic by way of this vent. 

I definitely could see three 
or four of the winged, sting- 
erod creatures flying in 
tliroiigh the large openings 
of the vent screen! 

Fortunately, the wasps 
didn’t attempt to fly toward 
me. They appeared to linger 
just a few feet from the 
vent opening. I looked back 
at the globs of mud on the 
.attic wall boards. T h e y 
seemed to be lifeless. No 
mm'emc?nt. Cautiously, I re¬ 
treated four or five steps 
.... just to be sure. 

Near the vent opening, 
where the wasps were most

active, I noticed a strange 
umbrella - shaped obje c t 
hanging from the slopixl 
ceiling. It was around this 
unusual structure that thc- 
wasps were interested. This 
gray, papery umbrella was 
hung from the attic ceiling 
by a vei’y slender stem. On 
the bottom of this opened 
“umbrella” were .numerous 
holes, or openings . . . about 
tlie size of a pencil eraser. 
f The W'asp’s interests were 
geared actively to these 
holes, for in and out of them 
they busily craw'led. After 
flying in through the vent, 
they would enter the “um¬ 
brella’s” holes . . . disappear 
for awhile, they fly back out 
through the vent again! 

Aha! So, this uniquely 
shaped object was a nest of 
some sort! Further inspec¬ 
tion of the attic revealed 
other umbrella-shaped nest.s, 
but these appeared to be in¬ 
active? Searching my me- 
moiy, I remembered other 
instances of coming upon 
the ne.st of the paper wasp 
. . . maker of gray, papery 
umbrella -shapied nests. How 
unusual an insect! And right 
in my attic! 

At a later date I’ll tell 
more about the paper wasp, 
the globs of mud. and some 
un,usu.al happenings with a 
carpenter bee!

Wente 
retired in 1954 at 65, and at 
the end of that year the 
bank had .548 branches and 
$9,103,355,289 in resources. 

In 1954, leadership of 
Bank of America was placed 
in the hands of S. Clark 
Beise, a .seasont-d banker 
who had joined the bank os 
a vice president in 1936 at 
the personal invitation of A.

The Propositicwi 13 one-per cent tax rate limit does 
apply to personal properties on the unsecured roll for 
the 3978-79 tax year, acc-ording to the Fcnirlili District Court 
of Appeal.s (Board of Superisor.s of the County of San 
Diego V. Lonergan). Several counties liave imposed the 
prev Proposi tion 13 tax rates against these properties for 
that year on the basis that another section of the con¬ 
stitution requires hat tlie prior year's tax rates on the 
sc-c-ured rol Ibe lused on the unsecured roll. The County 
of San Diego intends to appeal the decision to tire state 
Supreme Court. If upheld, this rulijig may result in sub¬ 
stantial refunds to business for inventory and other per¬ 
sonal properties listed on the unsecured tax roll. 

How'ever, there is another .decision to bo renderetf in 
the Second Appellate District in Los Angeles within the 
next few montlis on tire same issue (Roy E. Hanson, Jr., 
Mfg.

five hundred or more miles 
as members of the Southern 
California Muster Associa¬ 
tion compote against their 
northern counter-part.
